BIG DAM TO BE BUILT
NEAR BRIDGEPORT

Bridgeport, May 7.—Between
1000 and 2000 workmen will be
employed, and millions of dollars
will be expended, in the construe-
tion of a lock and dam at a point
on the Tennessee river several
miles below this place, according
toan announcemeut made here
this week.

A government engineer is pre-
paring for the commencement of
preliminary work, whichis ex
pected to commence at an early
date. Several carloads of lum-
ber are reported already in tran-
sit for the construction of quar-
ters for the hundreds of work-
men who will be ulilized there.

The dam, which is to be con-
structed by the government as:
a navigation project, will be
twelve feet high, and it is esti-
mated that it will raigse the Ten-
nessee river nine feet; it will be
approximately one '‘mile in
length.

The location ot the proposed
dam will be at Widow’s Bar, it
is stated, which is midway be-
tween Widow's Creek and Caper-
ton’s Ferry, several miles below
Bridgeport.

Hospital Hbrary service maintained

by the Amerlean Library Association
during the war was credited with great
value in aldng In the recovery of many
slck and disabled men,

There are still In our hospltals more
than 10.000 former service men. Of
these nearly 8000 are in Pablie Health
Service hospltals, the remainder in
elvilian hospltals. Books, magazines
and mewspapers are sent to these men
from the American Library Assocla-
tion. In the larger hospltals, contain-
Ing over 800 patlents, special librarlans
are placed, To the smaller hospitals,
through the co-operation of many pub-
He libraries, lbrary visltors are seut
to vislt the wards once or twice a week
and learn the book needs of the pa-
tients,

A special effort is made to supply to |

ex-service men in hospitals the books
in demand as a result of the tralning
glven by the Federal Board for Vocu-
tlonal Education,

More Books for Blind.

The A. L. A, In co-aperation with
other agencles alrendy Interested In
work for the blind, Is printing hooks
In the new Brallle type. Becauyse of
the newness of the revised Brallle
ndopted for teaching to the Americun
war blind, Hternture printed in It is
lmited to fewer than 200 hooks
Though the total number of hlinded
goldlers ¥ small, thelr need of hooks
s great, and the “mngic of print" can
do much to restore hope and useful-
ness to them.

Not only for former service men who
nre glek or dizsnbled Iz the assoclation
working, The value of books proved
50 great 1o men In eamps that efforts
are atlll belng mnde to connect dls-
charged soldiers and sallors with libra-
ries wherever they mny he. Hundreds
of letters have reached A. L. A. hedd-
quarters from former seirvice men rell-
Ing of the lack of lihrary facilitles In
particular locanlities to which those
men have returned.

Direct Service Provided.

In many cases there Is a state llbhra-
ry commigsion or a nearby library (o
which a man c¢an be referred for the
books hie needs, but If there Is no such
organization throungh which ha can he
served, books for almost nany serlons
purpose may be horrowed directly
from the A. L. A, War Service, 24 Wost
Thirty-ninth street. New York cliy,
The only expense In connectlon with
these loans is prepayment of return
postage on books horrowed,

The A. L, A, has published llsts of
books to help ex-service men who are
studying to advance themselves In
their work. ‘“Five Hundred Business
Books," “One Thousand Technleal
Books" and reading courges on prae-
tical subjects are now in preparation.

Other Woslk Belng Dene.

Other branches of work whick the
A. L. A, War Service Is carrying on In-
clude service to the Merchant Marine,
Coast Guard and lighthouses, service
to industrinl communities which are
resultant from the war, service to Unit-
ed States forces overseas, This work
Ia carried on with money recelved from
the United War Work funds, the use
of which is limited by the conditions
of the gift to these specific purposes,

The service of the Merchant Marine
department provides free lihrary serv-
fce to seamen on American merchant
ships In the form of “crews' lbrarles”
bookcase hoxes, each contalning abont
80 books, These libraries are ex-
changeable at principal perts, Books
and magazines are sent ales to men In
coast guard stationa, in Mghtheuses and

One of the points which the Ameri-
can Library Association In Its *Books
for Everybody” movement s strongly
urging s the extenslon of tho eonunty
Hbrary system In states where enabling
ncts have been passed—some (wenly-
one in number—and the proper legisln-
tion In others which have not yet tnk-
on the step. The system, with e cen-
teal Horary and radinting lines to sta-
tlons In the reumtest sections of the
county, assures good books to every
man, womin ang child who cares to
reach out a hund and grasp one,

Letters Show Need of Service.

The American Library Association Is
not giving its entire attention to the
urban dweller, nor is It neglecting the
centers of population for the rural dis-
tricts and communities, It 18, however,
unguestionably eager to create a steady
flow of informative reading to rural
America. That the need for such serv-
lce exiets and that It Is anxioovaly
sought is evidenced In every letter of
this nature recelved by state lbrary
commissions and by the A, L. A. A few
excerpts have been selected because
they seem to express most truly the
ueeds of thousands of others,

When Lydla Carison, whose farm
is beyond Mason, Wis,, asked for coples
of “Productive Farm Crops,'* “Pro-
ductive Vegetalle Growing” and “Prin-
ciples of the Practice of Pouliry Rals-
Ing" she echoed the bnok needs of her
uelghbars.
